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Rubber Plates for Book Printing 
Hailed as New Advance 


Part I: 


So much interest is being shown 
in rubber-plate printing that a descrip- 
tion of the practical application of 
rubber plates to the printing art, 
and especially to the printing of books, 
will be in order. 

We are all familiar with water- 
color printing from hand-cut rubber 
plates, and with the type of rubber 
plates used in the printing of cor- 
rugated boxes, bags, and other pack- 
aging materials. The printing of 
type designs from rubber plates, how- 
ever, has only recently been made 
possible by the moulding process. 

After two years of experimenting 
we have demonstrated that printing 
from rubber plates is not only prac- 
ticable but offers many economies in 
initial cost, in make-ready, and in ink 
consumption. 

The first book to be printed in 
this country from rubber plates, 
Gregory’s “Emerald Murder Trap,” 
was set in Linotype Caslon No. 1—11 
pt. on 14 pt. body. Forms for mould- 
ing were locked up in the usual 
manner for electrotyping. 

The rubber plates were mounted 
on a cheap quality of sheet metal 
blanks of exact size. A_ simple 
registering device was made with 
which the running head and both 
sides of the page were placed in 
exactly the same position on each 
metal blank. The completed plate 
comes with its reverse side, which 
has special adhesive qualities, pro- 
tected by a thin piece of muslin. This 
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How They Are Used

is simply pulled off and the rubber 
plate then adheres firmly to the blank 
to which it is affixed. The entire 
mounting process for each plate does 
not exceed one minute. When 
mounted they are of the same thick- 
ness as regular patent-base electro- 
types. 


By using the regular methods of 
make-ready for book forms, it was 
found that the pressman was able 
to make-ready in about the same time 
as formerly used on electrotype forms. 
We believed, however, that we could 
discard such methods entirely, and 
print as well if not better with prac- 
tically no make-ready. 


After removing the tympan sheets 
and all packing from the press 
cylinder, it was repacked with regu- 
lar tympan paper until it was slightly 
above the bearers. All underlays were 
taken from underneath the plates and 
the plates replaced in their former 
position. An occasional page slightly 
thinner than the rest was underlaid 
with a piece of paper the exact size 
of the plate. That was the extent of 
the make-ready. The results were 
equal to the form on which the usual 
make-ready time was spent. 

Six forms of 5,000 each were 
printed with no indication of plate 
wear. Other runs from rubber plates 
made by the same process have ex- 


ceeded 100,000. A distinct economy 
of ink was also effected, and studies 
indicate that it should consume 40 
per cent less. 

The plates need not be removed 
from their mounting for storage, in- 
asmuch as the mounting blanks are of 
a very cheap material and, besides, 


A’ EXCELLENT printing job, 

economy of ink, simplifica- 
tion of makeready, and lower 
initial cost are advantages seen 
in the rubber plates recently 
perfected for book work. This 
summer the Scribner Press, after 
experimenting for two years, 
successfully printed the first 
book from rubber plates in the 
United States. 

In these two explanatory 
articles, BOOKBINDING MAG. 
AZINE presents the first pub- 
lished description of the manu- 
facture and use of rubber plates 
in the field of bookmaking. The 
authors write from a practical 
point of view, Mr. Cadmus 
being familiar with book pro- 
duction problems and Mr. 
Waters with the technical as- 
pect of plate manufacture. 
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take up little additional room. If 
they are removed, the muslin backing 
should be replaced to keep the back 
adhesive. 

The flexibility of the unmounted 
rubber plates, and their curving with- 
out distortion of the type face makes 
them especially adaptable to rotary- 


press printing, either from the “roll” 
or “all size sheet-fed”’ types. Experi- 
ments now in process would indicate 
that book printing, never before prac- 
ticable on rotary presses, can be done 
wth a minimum of make-ready and 
at speeds of 2,500 to 3,000 per hour.

Part 2: How Rubber Plates 
Are Manufactured 


Ler us begin by stating frankly 
that one of the questions which every 
potential user of molded rubber 
plates is asking, cannot be precisely 
answered in print. That question is, 
“How are they made?” The general 
process by which a practical type of 
molded rubber plate is made can, 
however, be described. 

The original form may be type, 
electrotype, zinc, or copper etching, or 
all combined. If locked in a chase 
the whole composition must be high 
spaced with no holes or voids. This 
form is placed in an extremely ac- 
curate molding press equipped with 
an accurate control of temperature 
and pressure. A sheet of thermo- 
active material to form the matrix is 
placed upon the form and the matrix 
is molded under carefully controlled 
conditions. 


The skill required for this molding 
is about the same as that required 
for very good wax molding in the 
electrotype process. As the whole 
process is entirely clean, however, 
it is somewhat easier to attract skilful 
men to this type of work. 

The matrix when finished is hard, 
infusable, inert material not affected 
by moisture, heat, cold, or age, and 
can be stored indefinitely for future 
molding of additional rubber plates. 
The time required for matrix molding 
is less than ten minutes. 


W HEN the matrix is finished 
the rubber plate can be made at once. 
The matrix and unvulcanized rubber 
are placed together in the same press

used for matrix molding and 
rubber plate is molded under 
same conditions which govern the 
making of the matrix. About the 
same amount of skill is required as 
for matrix molding, although it is 
probably true that more experience is 
required for the perfection of this 
art than for that of matrix molding. 
The time required for molding a 
rubber plate is less than twenty 
minutes. 

The plate is removed from the 
matrix, trimmed, mounted, and 
proofed, and is ready for use. It will, 
if properly made, be an exact dupli- 
cate of the original metal form from 
which it was molded. In the finished 
plate low letters can be raised and 
broken or imperfect letters can be re- 
placed—but not repaired. Original 
composition whose total variation in 
height does not exceed plus or minus 
.0015”, will make plates which can 
be printed without make-ready if 
the printing press is accurate and in 
good condition. 

The book printer will recognize 
the allowed variation of .003” to be 
about that found in linotype compo- 
sition with ordinary care exercised in 
the composing room. 

Not every type of rubber plate 
will handle this variation in printing 
without distortion in the letter faces, 
and it is the recent development of 
such a plate which makes molded 
rubber plates a matter of immediate 
interest to book printers. There is 
no doubt that it opens the door to 
decided economies in the production 
of all books printed on book and news 
stock.

Gems of the bookmaking art 
throughout the centuries, including 
illuminated manuscripts, incunabula, 
rare first editions, and Americana, 
comprising Part II of the renowned 
library of the late Rev. Dr. Roderick 
Terry of Newport, R. I., are now 
on view at the American Art Asso- 
ciation-Anderson Galleries, New 
York. It will be dispersed November 
7-8. Among the outstanding items 
on display are a first edition of 
Aristophanes’ “Comoediae novem,” 
Venice: Aldus, 1498; a 13th-century 
Latin MS of the Bible on veilum; 
three leaves from the Gutenberg 
Bible, including the entire Epistle of 
St. Paul to the Ephesians; first edi- 
tion of the Bible in Greek, printed, 
Venice: Aldus, 1518; first edition of 
the Bible in English, Zurich, 1535. 


Other rarities are an illuminated 
manuscript Hymnarium on vellum, 
with 27 miniatures, 16mo, France, 
late 15th century; a first edition of 
“Imitation of Christ,’ Augsburg, 
1473, being the first edition of the 
most universally translated book, next 
to the Bible; Ben Jonson’s works, 
London, 1616-40, bound in contem-

(). inestimable value is the 


educational work set in motion by 
John F, Cuneo when he organized 
the Cuneo Press exhibit at Chicago’s 
Century of Progress Fair, which has 
just closed. Last year fifteen million 


people visited the display. One of 
the two best attended general exhibits 
in the entire exposition, it soon be- 
came famous all over the country, and 
its continuance in 1934 received an 
enthusiastic response. 

Our readers are familiar by now 
with the oft described Gutenberg 
Press room in which Otto Forkert, 
director of Cuneo’s Department of 
Design and Layout, supervised the 
production of his unique printed mat- 
ter. In 1933 there were printed 
here on the Gutenberg press a 
facsimile leaf of the famed 42-line 
Bible in two colors, with illuminated 
initials; a facsimile page of Fust and 
Schoeffer’s 1457 Psalter, which in- 
cluded the first music printed from 
types; and a page of Benjamin Frank- 
lin material set by hand in Guten- 
berg’s Donatus type, which, cast for 
the first printed Latin grammar, is 
the first known movable type made 
by Gutenberg. 
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| Cuneo Press Finishes Second Year of Exhibit at 
Century of Progress; Displays of Early and Mod- 
ern Bookmaking Attracted Record Crowds 


Two more folio leaves were 
printed this year: a reproduction of 
a page from William Morris’ 
“Froissart’s Chronicles”, and the 
Beatitudes from the Sermon on the 
Mount (hand-set in Donatus) ; also 
a smaller certificate stating that the 
possessor was present at the exhibit— 
this, too, set in Donatus and decorated 
with Gutenberg’s seal, printed for 
the first time on his own press. Need- 
less to say, all of the work was done 
by Mr. Forkert with particular care 
and with special attention to the 
Gutenberg tradition. 

There have been distributed more 
than 20,000 copies of the booklet, 
“From Gutenberg to the Cuneo 
Press,” Mr. Forkert’s historical sketch 
of the printing press, illustrated with 
old wood-cuts and with drawings of 
Cuneo Press buildings. These build- 
ings—in Chicago, Milwaukee, - Phila- 
delphia, and New York—were all 
represented at the Fair exhibit in 
colored scale models. Around a hand- 


some lounge were displayed copies 
of books manufactured at the Cuneo 
Press, and graphic arts methods were 
made clear to the layman by the use 
of special cases of tools, materials, 
and processes. 


As mentioned in our last issue, 
Leonard Mounteney was again in 
charge of the Cuneo Press Studio of 
Fine Hand Binding at the Century 
of Progress. Beautifully executed 
bindings were on display, and many 
of the steps in producing them were 
carried out before the visitor. 
Fore-edge design was represented 
on a copy of Palgrave’s ‘Golden 
Treasury,”’ on which Mr. Mounteney 
had painted a view of Bedford Gaol. 
The earliest examples of this art, he 
told BooksinDING MaGazing, date 
back to 1590, the work of the Vene- 
tian Cesare Vecellio, a nephew of 
Titian. It is done by fanning the

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and painting in water colors, after 
which the book is closed and the 
edges gilded. 

The outstanding hand binding at 
the Studio this year was the mag- 
nificent signed copy of Masefield’s 
“Tristan and Isolt,” reproduced at 
the head of this article. It is bound 
in full blue French levant morocco, 
with doublures of lizard skin and silk 
moiré fly-leaves. The outside covers 
are magnificently decorated with an 
original design of interlaced bands, 
inlaid with dark red and light brown 
levant. Enclosed in the center oval 


are jewels, consisting of opals and 
amethysts, set in a background of 
solid gold stamping. Within the oval 
also are conventional flowers inlaid 
in shades of pink, and in the corners 
of the center panel are the seed pod 
of the rose and rose leaves. The 
whole design is framed by a border 
of hearts and leaves with six rubies 
inset, the hearts being symbolic of 
love and the seed pod of death. 

As there are about a_ thousand 
separate pieces of colored inlays on 
the covers, the photograph conveys 
little idea of the real beauty of the 


book, its harmonious colors, and the 
rich gold work. It is a typical prod- 
uct of the Cuneo Press Studio, de- 
signed and tooled by Mounteney. 

Visitors to the Graphic Arts pavi- 
lion at the Fair will never forget the 
dramatic contrast ‘of the modern 
Cuneo exhibit with the atmosphere 
provided by the 15-century display 
and the workers, including Messrs. 
Mounteney and Forkert, in thei: 
quaint tan and blue costumes. For 
book men, at least, Mr. Cuneo’s 
offering was one of the Fair’s greatest 
treats. 


Publishers’ Code Signed 


| Basic Code Went Into Effect October 15 With 
Subdivisions for Five Large Groups; Publish- 
ing of Reprints Under Strict Limitations 


over a year of nego- 


tiations conducted under the leader- 
ship of hard-working members of the 
publishing industry, the code for the 
Book Publishing Industry was finally 
approved early last month and went 
into effect October 15. The docu- 
ment comprises a basic code with five 
divisional codes for Bible, Medical, 
Play, Subscription, and Trade Book 
publishing. 

Provisions for the Textbook Pub- 
lishing Division, the subject of long 
political controversy, will be added 
when approved. Code arrangement is 
still pending for the Law Book Pub- 
lishers. Production employees of pub- 
lishers doing their own printing come 
under the book manufacturing in- 
dustry. 

The basic code provides for a 
Book Publishing Coordination Board, 
consisting of at least one member for 
each division, which will appoint a 
trade practice committee to govern 
the relationships between the pub- 
lishing and related industries. There 
will be separate Code Authorities for 
each division. 

Among the rules of trade practice 
in the Trade Book Code of interest 
to manufacturers are the following: 


Books may be reissued in a 
cheaper edition a year or more after 
publication; and cheap reprints may 
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be issued two years after original pub- 
lication, for non-fiction, and one year 
after, for fiction. Cheaper editions 
listed at one dollar or less must state 
on the jacket the legitimate cause 
of the reduction in price. Photoplay 
and dramatic editions may be issued 
at popular prices at any time, if plainly 
marked as such. 

Until two years after publication, 
no book may be sold as premium to a 
periodical if the combination rate is 
less than one and one-half times the 
list price of the book. All books sold 
as premiums must have special distin- 
guishing binding and jacket. 

Stocks of fiction must have been 
on sale for two Christmas seasons if 
fiction, or for two years after pub- 
lication if non-fiction, before they 
may be sold by the publisher as re- 
mainders. No stock may be sold as 
remainders for two years after issue 
of any cheaper edition. Remainders 
must be marked as such or sold with- 
out jackets. 

There is nothing in the Code to 
prevent a publisher from issuing a 
cheaper educational edition in the 
same format as a trade book. 

Publishers are forbidden to 
imitate, with intent to deceive, the 
design of a book already on a com- 


petitor’s list. They may not permit 
books to be printed for the purpose 
of disposing of them as so-called re- 
mainders. 

Copyright material may not be re- 
produced in mimeograph or multi- 
graph form except for publicity pur- 
poses or as already allowed by law. 

Books previously published in 
English for sale in any form, includ- 
ing serial, must not be republished 
under a title substantially different 
from the original, unless the fact is 
plainly printed on the jacket and 
copyright page. Notice of any prior 
publication in fewer than three serial 
parts must also be given. 

List prices must be plainly marked 
on all books. 

Several important provisions are 
included in the code for the Subscrip- 
tion and Mail Order Book Publishing 
Division, defined as the publishing of 
books, of which at least 60 per cent 
are sold direct to the buyer by outside 
salesmen or by mail. 

Under the code, no member of 
the division may “represent books 
that are bound in substitutes for 
leather as being bound in levant,” or 
in any way tending to imply that 
leather bindings are used.

Shakespeare 


A Bookbinder ? 


inetd greatest of 
poets and playwrights, is the latest 
notable to be added to the list of 
famous personalities who have been 
associated with bookbinding, at some 
time or other, either as a vocation or 
as a hobby. 

That Shakespeare was thoroughly 
familiar with the bookmaking crafts 
is the contention of Capt. W. Jag- 


N& year marks the 350th 
anniversary of William 
Shakespeare's departure from 
Stratford-on-Avon for London. 
The period between 1585 and 
the date of his first play is 
somewhat obscure but Capt. 
W. Jaggard, Shakespearean au- 
thority, offers the intriguing de- 
duction that the great poet- 
playright entered the book 
manufacturing business in Lon- 
don. 

To his apprenticeship in book- 
making Capt. Jaggard, on 
who-e Printing Trade Lecture at 
Stationers’ Hall, London, the ac- 
companying article is based, at- 
tributes the awakening and 
flowering of that genius which 
was to win Shakespeare undying 
fame and caure his name to be 
ranked among the immortals. | 
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gard, noted British authority on the 
Bard’s printed works. His fore- 
bears, William and Isaac Jaggard, 
were the printers and publishers of 
the First Folio edition of Shakespeare, 
dated 1623. Capt. Jaggard’s Shake- 
speare Bibliography is considered an 
outstanding treatise, and his recent 
“Shakespeare Once a Printer and 
Bookman” (Shakespeare Press) has 
attracted wide attention. 


It is Capt. Jaggard’s conviction 
that there is an unwritten chapter— 
or shall we say a missing signature ?— 
in Shakespeare’s life between his ill- 
considered marriage in 1582 and his 
his first play dated about 1591 or 
1592. 

Where was Shakespeare these ten 
mysterious years? 

Part of the time he was in London 
in the printing, bookbinding, and 
book selling business, according to 
Capt. Jaggard, who has dug up a 
mass of evidence to show how Shake- 
speare’s bookmaking experience en- 
abled him to acquire the needed cul- 
tural polish to mellow his genius and 
inspired him to write the plays which 
won him undying fame. 


W iu SHAKESPEARE was 
only eighteen years old when a widow 
with three children shanghaied him 
into matrimony. ‘Three years later 
he left Stratford-on-Avon for London 
to try his luck and swell the scanty

family income. Arriving in the 
metropolis, he at once sought out his 
old school chum, Dick Field, who 
had been apprenticed in turn to 
George Bishop, a printer, and to 
Thomas Vautrollier, printer, book- 
seller, and binder. 

Field later married Vautrollier’s 
widow and acquired at one stroke 
both a wife and a prosperous London 
bookmaking establishment. But it 
was towards the end of Dick Fie!ld’s 
apprenticeship in 1585 that Shake- 
speare’s excursion to London took 
place. 

Just at this time a new edition of 
Holinshed’s “Chronicles of England, 
Scotlande, and Irelande” was being 
planned in three large folio volumes 
to be issued from the press of Henry 
Denham. In fact, composition had 
just begun, or was about to start, in 
1585, when our hero reached London. 

To continue the Jaggardian narra- 
tive, which the captain puts together 
ingeniously like a mosaic, what could 
be more natural than that Shakecpeare 
should hire himself out as a proof- 
reader to Denham? 


For—and Capt. Jaggard stresses 
the fact—the London of Shakespzare’s 
day possessed few opportunities for 
the poverty-stricken newcomer to 
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bring his unusual talents-to fruition. 
And he hungered for books and 
knowledge of the world, which had 
been denied him. ‘To gain his huge 
store of learning (Shakespeare was 
the first British author to use a vo- 
cabulary of over 16,000 differing 
words), books were as essential to 
him as working tools to the artisan. 
There were no public libraries, no 
second-hand book shops, and books 
were expensive. 

“Yet we know full well that 
Shakespeare read, and read omnivor- 
ously, all the best books of the period,” 
Capt. Jaggard comments. “But 
how ?”’ he asks. The answer is: the 
bookmaking business. This 
Shakespeare’s “‘university.” 

“There seems no room for doubt 
that this huge task [proof-reading 
Holinshed ], filling 2,716 pages, dou- 
ble columns, supplied in two senses 
just what he most needed: food for 
the body, and nutriment for the 
mind,” Capt. Jaggard says. “As a 
proofreader in Denham’s office this 
folio work would afford him about 
two years’ steady task. In spare time 
he would assist in Field’s office and 
thus get practical experience of the 
‘art and mystery of printing.’ ” 

And since the printing and binding 
of books in those days were twin 
trades, we can safely conjecture that 
Will became as familiar with folding, 
gathering, stitching, and other bind- 
ing operations as with the setting of 
type and the printing of sheets. 


was 


“In Paternoster Row, at Den- 
ham’s workshop, he would become 
friendly with an apprentice there, 
who was,” continues Capt. Jaggard, 
“destined to play no small part in 
promoting our poet’s fame through- 


out the world. I refer to William 
Jaggard, saviour and sponsor of all 
the known surviving manuscripts of 
Shakespeare in 1623. This William 
Jaggard was bound to Henry Den- 
ham for a period of eight years, dat- 
ing from Michaelmas, 1584. 

“With the aid of Dick Field and 
William Jaggard our poetic youth, 
fresh from Warwickshire, would 
quickly become acquainted with city 
sights and sounds, and with printing 
processes then in vogue.” Jaggard 
later had his own plant in Fleet Street 
and his descendant is certain that 
Shakespeare aided him in the business. 

Are we perhaps stretching a point 
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in stating that Shakespeare was a 
bookbinder? Let’s see what Capt. 
Jaggard has to say: 


“In Tudor days, it must be re- 
membered, the printing and publish- 
ing trade was not divided up into so 
many ‘watertight’ compartments as 
now. For example, William Jag- 
gard combined the arts of author, 
printer, engraver, binder, and pub- 
lisher, all under one roof. On his 
premises one could watch the evolu- 
tion of an illustrated book, from the 
virgin white sheet to the finished 
product.” 


Shakespeare wrote with such fa- 
cility that he often unconsciously 
used printing and bookbinding terms, 
it is further stated by Capt. Jaggard, 
who has gathered nearly 500 such 
graphic arts quotations from the play- 
wright’s works.

Forged Pamphlet Enigma 
Solved by Science 

Microscopic examination, chemi- 
cal analysis, and an expert knowledge 
of typography provide far more 
effective means for determining the 
genuineness of rare pamphlets and 
books than the accumulated biblio- 
graphical wisdom of years, recent sen- 
sational disclosures in England of 
the successful forgery of many 19th- 
century pamphlets have revealed. 

Credit for the discovery, which has 
created an international stir, is given 
to Graham Pollard, London _book- 
seller, and John Carter of Scribner’s 
rare book department, who have in- 
corporated their evidence in “An 
Enquiry into the Nature of Certain 
Nineteenth Century Pamphlets’ 
(Scribner’s). 

The earliest of the forged pamph- 
lets are Tennyson’s “Morte d’Ar- 
thur,” supposedly printed in 1842, 
and the alleged 1847 edition of Mrs. 
Browning’s “Sonnets from the Por- 
tuguese,” which sold several years

As mentioned, the above are only 
a few bits of the evidence collected 
by Capt. Jaggard to illustrate Shake- 
speare’s intimacy with book produc- 
tion methods of his day.

not by Shakespeare, parallels his 
bookmaking modes of thought:

The number of 
pamphlets examined and pronounced 
forgeries embraces many other great 
names of Victorian literature. 

Proof of the forgeries was obtained 
ty having competent authorities 
analyze the suspected items from the 
physical angle. Thus it was shown 
that esparto (the first successful sub- 
stitute for rags in paper making) was 
not employed until after 1861 at 
the earliest and no paper containing 
chemical wood was manufactured 
until after 1874. In this way a 
number of the pamphlets, dated from 
1842 on, were clearly shown to be 
deliberate deceptions since they had 
been printed on such paper of a 
later date.

1876. Among the alleged forgeries 
was Tennyson’s “Lucretius,” Cam- 
bridge, Mass., 1868, said to have been 
the only cloth-bound book in the 
lot. 
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N. Y. Bookbinders Listen In as 


Cost Expert Talks Shop 


I HE regular monthly meeting 


of the Bookbinders’ Guild of New 
York, held Wednesday evening, 
October 10, at the Blue Ribbon 
Restaurant, New York, drew an ex- 
cellent attendance which showed that 
the 1934-35 season is well under way. 

It had been decided to set aside 
the meeting for discussion on the role 
which the edition bindery plant execu- 
tive is expected to fill under the book 
manufacturing code—chiefly as_re- 
gards costs. 

With this end in view, George A. 
Vogl, manager of the Cost and Ac- 
counting Bureau of the New York 
Employing Printers’ Association and 
active in code cost activities covering 
Zone 16 of the Commercial Relief 
Printing Industry (metropolitan 
area), was invited to address the 
guildsmen. Mr. Vogl emphasized 
that the cardinal provision of the 
Code declares selling below cost to 
be a violation, and stated that if this 
important provision were strictly en- 
forced, as he expected it would be, it 
would alone be a constructive factor 
in stabilizing conditions within the 
industries which come under the code. 

His experience in the printing busi- 
ness convinced him that the owners 
of those printing firms which have 
been showing profits during the de- 
pression have been using common- 
sense business methods in studying 
the relation of costs to sales. Re- 
serves for depreciation were set up 
and modern equipment _ installed. 
The plants know to the proverbial 
dot what their costs are and charge 
accordingly. 


In the bookbinding field, Mr. Vogl 
pointed out, the bindery plant execu- 
tive is in an ideal position to study 
the workings of book manufacturing

so far as ratio of operating expenses 
to sales is concerned. As a matter of 
fact, Mr. Vogl added, he had per- 
ceived a greater interest in costs 
among craftsmen than among sales- 
men. 

Mr. Vogl presented a colored chart 
depicting a five-year average of the 
ratio of operating expenses to sales in 
a number of trade bindery plants. 
The average showed the following 
breakdown: Profit, 5.04 percent; sell- 
ing expense, 4.04 percent; general 
administrative expense, 15.10  per- 
cent; other factory expense, 3.60 
percent; wages, 43.25 percent; fixed 
expenses, 11.79 percent; materials 
and outside purchases, 17.18 percent. 

These figures were not to be taken 
too literally, he said, and were merely 
an attempt to give an inkling as to 
the importance of the various over- 
head items in a bindery and their 
interrelationship. The chart revealed 
a downward trend in selling expense 
over the five years, with no great 
variation in general administrative 
and fixed expenses and wages. 

The selling expense item, four 
cents on every dollar, the speaker 
thought was very low compared with 
that of the printing industry, which 
was double as much. The 5 percent 
profit average was also abnormally 
low. “I think it should be at least 
8 percent in the graphic arts indus- 
tries,” he observed. 

The item affecting materials and 
outside expenses was especially im- 
portant for the plant executive since 
he is in an excellent position to ob- 
serve this outlay and its effect on 
other operating costs. 


Me. VoG.’s parting advice to the 
guildsmen, if they wished to acquaint 
themselves further with what at first 


seemed a deep subject, but which is 
really less formidable than it appears, 
was that they think in terms of costs 
based on a twelve-months average. 

“But take a normal year to use as 
a yardstick,” he counseled. ‘Don’t 
take the peak years of 1928 and 1929 
nor the recent low-ebb years. I'd 
advise you to take the year 1930, 
which may be regarded as a normal 
year. Find out what your present 
costs are and compare them with the 
twelve-months average of that year. 
Then you will have something to 
shoot at.” 

Another point discussed was what 
specific action should be taken by a 
bookbinding plant if it learned that 
another plant had obtained a job by 
bidding below cost. At present the 
procedure is to obtain from the buyer 
the bid price, Mr. Vogl stated, so 
that the complainant can swear to an 
affidavit that he has seen the accepted 
bid or been informed as to the price. 
Armed with this information, the 
next step is to appeal to the Code 
Authority, which then has something 
definite to work on. 


Members pointed out the reluc- 
tance with which a _ complainant 
would be likely to take this step. 
The speaker said there was no alter- 
native under the present Graphic 
Arts Code set-up since it did not 
make the buyer culpable. However, 
he believed there are many buyers 
who, in conformity with the spirit of 
NRA, might give this necessary in- 
formation and thereby single out a 
company which was violating the key- 
note principle of the code, It was 
hoped, he added, that further NRA 
legislation might clear up this im- 
portant point and place the burden 
of proof equally on the buyer.

The patented Hickok turning de- 
vice, located at the corner and con- 
necting the two machines, is said to 
be one of the greatest improvements 
ever placed on the L type of machine. 
The paper is drawn at right angles 
from the first to the second machine 
by means of two rotary suction heads. 
As the sheet arrives at the stop bar 
at the end of the first machine, it 
automatically closes the suction and 
is immediately fed into the second 
half or feint line portion. 


There is no hesitation of the sheet 
here as when the old type friction 
cones are used. A much greater out- 
put is procured on an L machine 
equipped with the recently improved 
turning device, the manufacturers 
state; and it is no longer necessary 
to time the suction from the automatic 
paper feeder, since each sheet times 
itself as it arrives, 









Other features of the improved 
model include independent drive for 
each half and variable speed trans- 
mission varying from 4 to 15 reams 
an hour and enabling sheets to pass 
from one half to the other with so 
little space between that saturation 
of the cloth with ink is avoided. 

Patented cloth arrangement pre- 
vents curling of stock, and the im- 
proved lay-boy renders later hand- 
jogging unnecessary.

Every now and then we get in 
a statistical mood. So here goes: If 
the 7,000,000 copies of the Mont- 
gomery Ward fall and winter catalog, 
recently issued, were placed in freight 
cars when sacked for mailing, twenty 
trains of twenty cars each would have 
been necessary. 

Now, if you allow us to say so, 
that’s a lot of catalogs. Multiply 
them by two (the books appear twice 
a year) and you get the hefty total 
of 14,000,000 catalogs annually 
published by Montgomery Ward. 
Since a big mail order house and its

catalog are as indistinguishable as the 
two halves of a Seidlitz powder, who 
says that printing and bookbinding 
aren't the indispensable allies of big 
business ? 

Certainly, Montgomery Ward 
doesn’t deny it. As a matter of fact, 
the company hymns the fine coopera- 
tion of the W. F. Hall Printing 
Company and the Reuben H. Don- 
nelley Corporation, of Chicago, to 
whom are entrusted the production. 

The new catalog, by the way, 
transcends all others in attractiveness. 
Many illustrations are bleed and the 
pages replete with gravure, four- 
color process and offset. The depart- 
ments of the catalog are listed on the 
varnished paper cover to the right, 
while the index is edge-printed, look- 
ing like a rising scale of musical 
notes, each connected by a rule with 
the corresponding item on the cover. 
Holding the book firmly, you open 
the volume at the right dot, thus 
dispensing with a lot of needless page 
turning. 

This imprint on the edge, inci- 
dentally, is applied by a device con- 
sisting of a large rubber roller, which 
contacts the books as they pass through 
the wrapping machine. Naturally, ac- 
curate register is understood. 


“One of the interesting problems 
in manufacturing the catalog,’’ an 
official of the company tells me, is 
that “because of freight differential 
and varying regional demands 
and other reasons, we print nine 
different editions simultaneously. 
Therefore you will appreciate the 
problem we have in getting the cor- 
rect folios together in all instances. 
About the only difference between 
them is in pricing, and occasionally 
slight changes in merchandise. 


“The catalog is a very good job, 
and years of experimenting have re- 
sulted in a system of binding which 
enables us to produce a book which 
holds together remarkably well con-

W HILE at the Chicago conven- 


tion we listened with interest to the 
remarks of J. H. ArKins of Boston, 
chairman of the Library Binders 
Group, who stressed the continued 
trend in the direction of brighter 
library bindings. New library bind- 
ings even try to fit the story now, he 
said. A sea yarn may be refurbished 
in a bright green binding, to cite an 
example. Over 85 per cent of the 
books in one bindery, he added, are 
now done in bright colors with 
specially decorated designs. The use 
of waterproof materials in library 
binding is another growing factor. 

Because of smaller budgets the stock 
of still usable but worn-out books 
(so far as the covers are concerned ) 
in American libraries has amounted 
to a considerable figure. Mr. Atkins 
suggests some plan should be worked 
out between the libraries and book- 
binders whereby these unused books, 
still new to many readers, can be 
put back into circulation. 


* Novelty 
Just seems as if the publishers’ 


production men these days are stay- 
ing up late nights thinking of brand 
new novelty ideas to intrigue the book 
buyer. There’s the “waddle book,” 
for instance, described in our last 
issue. 

Tossing their hat into the bright- 
idea ring is Dodd, Mead with an 
instruction book accompanied by a 
supply kit. This new wrinkle is based 
on the truism that all boys (and girls, 
maybe), certainly their uncles and 
dads, want or wanted to be pirates. 
The book deals with famous pirate 
ships and includes instructions for 
their reproduction in miniature. The 
kit contains blocks of balsa wood so 
that the reader can build his own. 

Another claimant for novelty 
honors is The University of Chicago 
Press with its three-dimensional illus- 
trated book, ““From Galileo to Cosmic 
Rays,” a popular style volume on the 
physical sciences. It is heavily illus- 
trated and_ includes twenty-five 
stereoscopic photographs. Inthe box

with each copy is a pair of prismatic 
lenses. When the photos are viewed 
through these, to quote the publishers, 
they “are so realistic, when seen in 
relief, that they bring the reader 
right into the laboratory.”

Hertzserc, Ringer’s chief 
binder, is a fine man, typical of the 
conscientious German craftsman to 
whom his work is a sort of religion. 
He told me a good deal about books 
and their care. He says, for instance, 
that in Chicago we should always 
keep books behind glass, because of 
the acid quality in our smoke-filled 
air.

“It lasts well, Mr. Hertzberg says, 
from 150 to 200 years, so that I may 
think of my descendants to the fifth 
and sixth generation using the books 
I am having bound today. It makes 
one dizzy to think of that. What 
will the world be like then? 


“Mr. Hertzberg told me that as 
a boy he was fascinated with a ruined 
monastery which stood on a hill near 
Granzow, a small town not far from 
Berlin, for even then he was learning

Sales Slants on New Outlets for Edition and Pamphlet Binding 


RESULTS 


E really don’t know how it 
W started but let’s do a little 
surmising. The scene is the promo- 
tion department of the McCall Com- 
pany, 230 Park Avenue, New York; 
the dramatis personae are the thinker- 
uppers who concoct bright ideas to 
promote the advertising of Redbook 
Magazine and other McCall publi- 


cations. 


The question: “Can’t we think up 
something new to feature Redbook to 
advertisers, particularly prospects; 
something tangible that will leave a 
lasting favorable impression?” 


“Let’s get out a book—only some- 
thing different,” suggests someone. 
And that’s how “Six Redbook 


Novels” was born. 


But let Roy W. Wright of the 
McCall promotion department tell 
the story of why they used per- 
manently bound reprints from Red- 
book Magazine in advertising pro- 
motion, and what the advantages 
are: 


“First of all, this form of promo- 
tion gives prospective advertisers a 
sample of the editorial material in 
the magazine. 

“Then the durable binding makes 
the sample permanent—a part of the 
prospect’s library. 

“In the form of an attractive, de- 
sirable book for one’s library, the 
bound reprints have all the adver- 
tising advantages of gift novelties. 

“This type of promotion provides 
a pleasant variation in the selling ap- 
proach to the prospect; instead of 
trying to get something from him, 
you give him something of value.” 

We can readily understand why 
the book made such an impression. 
Here are six complete novels from 
Redbook bound up in a single volume, 
with flame paper-covered boards, and 
cloth spine, and attractively stamped 
in red ink and imitation gold leaf. 
This omnibus almost says: “Come 
in.”

"DIFFERENT" 


Waar is that little touch which 
lifts a book or booklet out of the 
ordinary or above the class of “‘just 
another piece of .advertising” ? 

Eldridge Peterson, writing in 
Printers’ Ink Monthly, says it may 
be achieved in many ways, one of the 
most important being the treatment 
of the cover. 

Use of a tweed-like cloth over 
boards to feature the cloth itself is 
cited as the clever way in which a 
manufacturer of men’s suits featured 
his product. The inside covers of 
the book were lined with the identical 
fabric used in lining the suits. Title 
treatment was solved by wrapping 
the book in cellophane, with the title 
stamped in white, with an inspired 
little illustration of two men bending 
over to form a horseshoe in which 
appears a four-leaf clover. Every 
sales prospect thus had a chance to 
put his hands on the products from 
which his suit would be made, as well 
as to read the message. 


Another booklet designed to say 


“Come in” was the sampler cover of 


the “Bond Bread Cook Book,” done 
for the General Baking Company. 
Design was based on a considerable 
study of old samplers; embossed 
reproduction was from the actual 
embroidery. 


Still another beckoning booklet, 
issued by Nunn-Bush of Milwaukee 
to advertise their men’s shoes, has its 
attractive contents encased in a stock 
closely resembling a leather loose-leaf 
notebook cover, with the edge made 
to suggest the narrow binding of 
stitched leather. 


NOW and THEN 


E don’t remember back as far 

as 1884 but that doesn’t mean 
that we can’t take Exhibit A, pro- 
duced in that year, and compare it 
with Exhibit B, A. D. 1934, both of 
which lie before us on our desk. 


Back in 1844 Alex Fries & Bros., 
of Cincinnati, brought out a manual 
for compounders to assist rectifiers 
and blenders of those days in improv- 
ing their goods.

Fly-leaves are of web- 
pattern glassine, a further protection 
for the stern handling the manual is 
bound to receive from much consulta- 
tion. A pocket on the inside back 
cover where data may be inserted is 
another feature.

Seven Varieties of Binding 


On Two New Books 


The three separate first editions 
of Edna St. Vincent Millay’s new 
volume of poetry, “Wine from These 
Grapes,” which Harper & Bros. 
announce were all oversubscribed 
before publication, represent four dis- 
tinct varieties of book design and 
bookbinding. 

One is the de luxe limited, auto- 
graphed $50 edition in two volumes, 
hand-set in Lutetia by A. W. Rush- 
more, Harper designer, at his Golden 
Hind Press, Madison, N. J. It was 
printed directly from type, which was 
then distributed. Stock is Japan 
vellum, bound in parchment with 
Ingres paper sides, and stamped in 
genuine gold. The second, the $12.50 
limited edition, is printed on rag 
stock and bound in linen with Ingres 
paper sides with printed labels. 

Then there is the first edition of 
the regular trade volumes, coming 
in two binding styles: the $3 edition 
is bound in blue limp leather and en- 
closed in a slip case; the $2 style has 
cloth back and corners and paper 
sides. The latter was bound by 
Haddon Craftsmen, and the other 
three by J. C. Valentine Co. All 
were printed by the Harbor Press, 
ma ee 

Meanwhile, Doubleday, Doran has 
published “Intercollegiate Football,” 
another title with three different types 
of bindings. One is the regular edi- 
tion in tan art canvas, stamped with 
green ink on the side and gold foil 
on the backstrap; the second is bound 
in light brown alligator pyroxylin 
fabric, stamped in gold foil on the 
side and back with the same dies; 
the third is appropriately bound in 
real pigskin by the “French binders” 
at Country Life Press and also 
stamped in genuine gold leaf on the 
side and backstrap. 

The second binding, moreover, was 
sold in combination with a loose-leaf 
binder and two supplements for the 
years 1935 and 1936. The title was 
produced under the direction of A. P. 
Tedesco, Doubleday’s typographer 
and art director.

The Code Authority office an- 
nounces that the new Credit Bureau 
has proven effective in reducing losses 
caused by injudicious extension of 
credit. Establishments are urged not 
to grant credit to a new customer 
until inquiry is made as to his status 
at the Bureau. A very substantial 
majority of the plants under the code 
are now using Cost Determination 
Schedule prices; four per cent are 
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qualified to use their own costs if they 
so desire, the office further reports. 
Other firms are seeking to qualify in 
the near future, while the few cases 
“involving the balance of the strictly 
competitive plants have been placed 
in the hands of our legal department 
for prompt and vigorous action.” 

The uniform estimate forms for the 
industry will be distributed shortly. 
The bindery estimates are now ready ; 
those for press work, composition, and 
platemaking in preparation. Unless 
especially requested, none will be sent 
out until all are ready. 


Publishers’ Code Signed

Every book published in this divi- 
sion must bear the first copyright 
date. No publisher may designate 
any edition as “school edition” or 
any other unless such edition title 
represents an actual difference from 
the main edition. 

The remaindering provision of the 
code for the Medical and Allied Book 
Publishing Division states that such 
books are not to be sold at bargain 
prices until two years after publica- 
tion nor, if the book is to be revised, 
until two years after the revision has 
been published. 

Piracy of design is prohibited in 
both the Bible Publishing and the 
Play and Dramatic Text Publishing 
Codes. In the latter this depends on 
future rulings of the Code Authority, 
but Bible publishers are expressly 
forbidden to imitate the format, etc., 
of a Bible already on another pub- 
lisher’s list. 

The code affects some 350 pub- 
lishers, 17,000 salaried employees, 
and a market that bought $85,000,000 
worth of books in 1933. According 
to Deputy Administrator Murkland, 
the main purpose of the publishers 
was to stabilize the selling of books. 
Most of the trade practice provisions 
are of long standing and already 
generally observed. The code does 
not fix prices. 


Court Sustains Lindbladh 
Patents on Double Striking 
Ruling Machines 


The infringement suit brought by 
the Lindbladh Corporation against 
The C. E. Sheppard Company has 
been decided by the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Second Dis- 
trict in a decision affirming an earlier 
one of the U. S. District Court for 


the Eastern District of N. Y., which 
held the two Lindbladh patents in 
question (Nos. 1,813,940 and 1,609,- 
648) valid and infringed except as 
to claims 8 and 10 of patent 1,813,- 
940 which were held valid. 

The machine held to infringe the 
Lindbladh patents was a Dual “L” 
Ruling Machine, adapted for striking 
on both halves, manufactured by The 
W. O. Hickok Mfg. Co., which, as 
stated in the District Court’s opinion, 
controlled the defense of the suit in 
behalf of its customer, The C. E. 
Sheppard Company. 

The Lindbladh Corporation an- 
nounces that a settlement has been 
made between it and the W. O. 
Hickok Mfg. Co. whereby owners or 
users of Hickok machines of this type 
sold by the Hickok Company in the 
past are free to continue to use those 
machines and are released from dam- 
ages for past infringement on account 
of their use. The settlement, how- 
ever, confers no rights for the future 
manufacture of similar machines, ac- 
cording to the announcement. 

The court’s order against the de- 
fendant enjoins it from making, us- 
ing, or selling ruling machines or ap- 
paratus embodying the inventions de- 
scribed and claimed in claims 6, 32, 
40, 44, 47 and 81 of Lindbladh Pat- 
ent 1,813,940 and in claims 1, 4, 5, 
and 6 of Lindbladh Patent 1,609,648, 
or any of them, and from directly or 
indirectly infringing upon said letters 
patent or the plaintiff’s rights there- 
under; and further ordered that the 
defendant account to the plaintiff for 
profits and damages resulting from 
infringement.

After 
graduating from high school there, 
he came over to Manhattan one day 
and annexed himself to Munsey’s 
Magazine for three years as office 
boy. Then came sixteen years with 
Cosmopolitan Book Corporation as 
accountant, office manager, and finally 
head of the manufacturing depart- 
ment. For the last three years he’s 
been with Farrar & Rinehart. That 
makes twenty-two years of publish- 
ing, including a brief period as sales 
manager for Knopf. 

He has a george-m-cohan-like en- 
thusiasm for things American, espe- 
cially our books. “I’ll stake them 
against the books of all nations,” he 
says, “in typography, all-around de- 
sign, binding, etc.”

Two Broadcasts Expected to 
Boost Book Sales 


Last month saw the launching of 
two new radio programs dealing with 
books. American Book Bindery- 
Stratford Press, N. Y., has been for- 
tunate in arranging with the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. to have 
Harry Hansen, well-known book re- 
viewer, give a weekly half-hour 
broadcast over WEAF and the red 
network. Mr. Hansen, whose radio 
book reviews commenced on October 
22, will be heard every Monday 
afternoon from 3:30 to 4:00 E.S.T., 
the regular daily time of the Wo- 
men’s Radio Review, on which Mr. 
Hansen now appears as. a weekly 
guest speaker. As the established fea- 
ture already had a far-flung audience 
of four years’ standing, the new book 
review is expected to stimulate book 
sales to a considerable extent. 


The public’s fancy for long novels, 
portraying the American scene of 
yesterday, is the most noticeable trend 
in publishing today, he believes. He 
doesn’t think that American book 
buyers will ever become pamphlet- 
minded, as against hard-cover books, 
or that the paper-bound novel will 
ever become popular on this side. 


. . 


Of all the books he has designed 
he likes “Stars Fell on Alabama” best 
of all, gloating ocularly over it like 
a miser. He turns thumbs up for 
more attractive trade bindings. 
“We're going in more and more tor 
two-color stamping on covers and 
gold effects,” he told us. As for types, 
Granjon is his favorite, with Gara- 
mond next. 


His sole criticism as to manu- 
facturing matters is the suggestion 
that if publishers could decide on 
approximately six standard book sizes, 
this step would simplify the produc- 
tion man’s job considerably so far as 
ordering paper is concerned. These 
sizes, he avers, would offer plenty of 
latitude in designing by taking ad- 
vantage of trimmed and untrimmed 
edges. 

Otherwise, everything is very de- 
cidedly not quiet along the Farrar & 
Rinehart front.. 


Publishers interested in having Mr. 
Hansen review their books have been 
invited to submit them through 
Sidney Satenstein of the American 
Book Bindery-Stratford Press, who 
is handling details of Mr. Hansen’s 
program. 

A powerful stimulus to the public 
interest in books, and resultant book 
sales, is expected from the series of 
half-hour nation-wide _ broadcasts 
which began Sunday, October 14, 
from NBC headquarters, Radio City, 
New York, over the entire WJZ 
network. The program, known as 
the “Fireside Philosopher,” features 
books and writers, the latter being 
invited as guest stars. Donald Rich- 
berg, for instance, will talk Novem- 
ber 4 on the development of home 
libraries. Publishers are co-operating 
with Sherman Mittell, director of 
the National Home Library Founda- 
tion, who has arranged the plan.

The front design represents a 
pyramid against a skyscraper, done 
symbolically in rules; the solid red 
panel at the top of the spine is stamped 
with caps in three flush groups of 
two lines each. It ingeniously gives 
the impression of surging upward. 
The vertical accent is preserved not 
only by the proportions of the type 
page (23x39 picas), but also by the 
narrow Bodoni type. ‘The obvious 
new square-style faces have been 
successfully avoided on the 2-color 
title page, where a brick-red reverse 
Greek frieze bounds top and bottom. 
A frieze likewise dominates each of 
the splendidly worked out chapter 
heads, which are of further aid in 
establishing the architectural note of 
the whole. Handling of the aqua- 
tone plates is also noteworthy; each 
of the pictures bleeds left and right 
and is set high on the right-hand page, 
while the facing page is blank save 
for the balancing caption at the bot- 
tom in 14 pt. caps.
